THE MOTIVE DOUBTFUL. 


What the motive for the crime wus 
is puzzling the authorities.

On the contrary there is ev- 
ery Indication that the murderer left 
hastily after committing the crime 
There was little to tempt a robber. 
Mrs. Kade was known lo pay for ev- 
erything she got as she went along, 
but an ordinary buiglar would hardly 
have been tempted lo rob the house for 
it was a very moiles-J looking house of 
three rooms and poorly furnished, at 
least its three lower rooms, kitchen 
dining room and bed room. Squalid 
describes the surroundings. 


Most of the men w ho are assisting in 
the search for the murderer have ex- 
pressed the belief that the murderer 
came to the house and attempted to 
ravish Mrs. Kade, who resisted such 
advances desperately and paid for her 
honor with her life, which the brute 
took when lie realised that she recog- 
nized him and would doubtless have 
him arrested for his attempt to com- 
mit such a dastardly crime. 


THE DEATH STRUGGLE. 


Just how the deed was committed 
is shrouded in mystery and many so- 
lutions are advanced. Nearly ail in- 
timately acquainted with Ihe case be- 
lieve that H.rs. Kade was in bed when 
she was aroused either by the entrance 
or knock of the man at tbe door. Evi- 
dently the man was admitted, or 
broke In, or otherwise the wounds 
could hardly have been inflicted as 
they were.

French proverb, and It serves to dis- 
tinguish a stroke as decfstve as un 
foreseen which Intervenes for the set 
tlement of any affair. The adage rests 
upon an incident In the- life of Gn 
Chabot, Seigneur de Jartmc, a noble 
of the court of Francis L The lie pass- 
ed between him and Le- Cttateignerale 
the dauphin's favorite. Kfng Francis, 
however, forbade the duet. At the suc- 
cession of Henry IL the old quarrel 
was revived, and the. overdue duel was 
fotjght on the plate of St Germain 
with all the formality of the ancient 
Judicial combats and In the presence 
of the whole court. Jarnac was weak- 
er and less agfle than his adversary, 
who was one- of the noted swordsmen 
'of the time, but he had taken lessons 
from an Italian bravo. 
In the duel 


Tarnac wafted for an opening and 
then dealt La Ohatelgnerale a heavy 
and unexpected stroke which ham- 
strung him. This was in 1447. 
Ten 


years later Jarnac was a captain In 
the defense of St. (taentln. Eventual- 
ly he met his fate In a duel. But the 
"coop de Jarnac" Is historic In the an-
